test agent to the non-liuman transgenic animal mammal of (a); and (e) deteraiining whether the test 
agent modulates the identified said phenotvpe associated with gene disruption in the non-human 
transgenic onimnl mammal, whereby an agent which is determined to modulate an eye abnormalttv 
associated with a disruption of the gene that encodes for the native sequence PR0224 polvT^ptide is 
identified .

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chiiracterized by retina! degeneraiioii or retinal dysplasia. 

284. (currently amended) The metlicxl of Claim 280, wherein the retinal abnormality is 
consistent wi th retinal dysplasia, vaiious retinopathies, including retinopathy of prematurity, 
retrolental fibroplasia, neovascular glaucoma, age-related macular degeneration, diabetic macular 
edema, corneal neovascularization, corneal graft neovjujcularization, corneal graft rejection, 
retinal/choroidal neovascularization, neovascukirization of the angle (rubeosis), ocular neovascular 
disease, vascular restenosis, aiterio\ enous malformations (AVM), meningioma, hemangioma, 
angiofibroma, thyroid hypeiplasias (including Grave's disease), corneal and other tissue 
transplantation, retinal arters' obstniction or occlusion; retinal degeneration causing secondary ati ophy 
of the retinal vasculature, retinitis pigmentosa, macular dystrophies, Stargardt's disease, congenital 
stationary night blindness, choroideremia, gyrate atrophy, Leber's congenital amaurosis, retinoschisis 
disorders, Wagner's syndrome.
